a hearing or who is actuated by politi- 
cal feeling or partisan animosity, and 
when. If the accused is found guilty 
of the felony charged against him, his 
removal from public office follows."

Ranounoea Executive Function*. 


Judge Herrick then announced that 


In view of the fact that the court had 
refused to dismiss the proceedings, he 
would state that the governor would 
renounce his claim to the right to ex 
«rclse the functions of governor pend 
tng the termination of the trial. 


"When these articles of Impeachmen 


-were first presented," said Judge Her 
rick, "the governor was advised tha 
there was doubt about the legality o 
the proceedings, and for that reason h 
declined to step down from his office. 
Ever since the recent decision of Jus- 
tice Hasbronck of the supreme court, 
ruling that he had not the right to 
pardon a prisoner, he has ceased to ex- 
ercise any of the functions of big office. 
Governor Sulzer will perform no func- 
tions of governor in the future pend- 
ing the termination of this trial." 


Contends For Diamiaaal of Charge*. 
In asking the dismissal of the first, 


second and sixth articles of impeach- 
ment Mr. Herrick before the high court 
made ^b lengthy argument that the of- 
fenses specified in these three articles. 
If committed at all, were committed 
while William Sulzer was a "private 
Citizen." He maintained that in view 
of the constitutional provision prescrib- 
ing that public officials can only be im- 
peached "for willful and corrupt mis- 
conduct in office." the court should not 
consider any allegations Involving Sul- 
•er's action prior to his assumption of 
office. 


The Most Serioua Charges. 


The three articles charge in sub- 


stance that William Sulzer flled a false 
Statement of his receipts and other 
monetary transactions involved in his 
gubernatorial campaign, that in swear- 


' 
Ing to this statement he committed 
perjury and that he committed larceny 
In speculating in stocks, with money 
and checks contributed for his cam- 
paign. These charges the governor's 
counsel consider the most serious of 
thf eight filed against the executive 
by the assembly. 


Mr. Herrick. argued that their consid- 


eration by the high court "will set n 
precedent that will extend the law be- 
yond what is written and place the 
honest public official who may have 
erred at the mercy of blackmailers and 
scandal mongers, political or other- 
wise, but will confine the power of im- 
peachment to its primary purpose of

ANOTHER DELAY IS COMING 


Safe In Realization That Whichever 


Way Case Wa* Decided He Would 
Not Have to Return Immediately to 
Matteawan—His Mother There and 
Aids In Supreme Fight. 


Concord, N. H., Sept. 24.—Attorneys 


for the state of New York realized that 
if Governor Felker refused to grant 
requisition papers in the case of Harry 
Thaw thnt the fugitive slayer of Stan- 
ford White would perhaps stay In that 
state indefinitely and that there was 
no other course open for them to gain 
custody of the man they seek. 


On the other hand, the Thaw attor- 


neys, playing safe, held in reserve a 
writ of habeas corpus granted by the 
federal court, which would be heard 
immediately following a decision by 
the governor against their client. Thus 
they were prepared to gain another 
delay, with the possibility of having 
Thaw's sanity tested in the United 
States court. 


Immediately after the hearing start- 


ed attorneys for both sides went into 
conference with Governor Felker.

Thaw's real fight for freedom began 
with the opening of the extradition 
hearing by Governor Felker.

Ranounoea Executive Function*. 


Judge Herrick then announced that 


In view of the fact that the court had 
refused to dismiss the proceedings, he 
would state that the governor would 
renounce his claim to the right to ex

tng the termination of the trial. 


"When these articles of Impeachmen 


-were first presented," said Judge Her 
rick, "the governor was advised tha 
there was doubt about the legality o 
the proceedings, and for that reason h 
declined to step down from his office. 
Ever since the recent decision of Jus- 
tice Hasbronck of the supreme court, 
ruling that he had not the right to 
pardon a prisoner, he has ceased to ex- 
ercise any of the functions of big office. 
Governor Sulzer will perform no func- 
tions of governor in the future pend- 
ing the termination of this trial." 


Contends For Diamiaaal of Charge*. 
In asking the dismissal of the first, 


second and sixth articles of impeach- 
ment Mr. Herrick before the high court 
made ^b lengthy argument that the of- 
fenses specified in these three articles. 
If committed at all, were committed 
while William Sulzer was a "private 
Citizen." He maintained that in view 
of the constitutional provision prescrib- 
ing that public officials can only be im- 
peached "for willful and corrupt mis- 
conduct in office." the court should not 
consider any allegations Involving Sul- 
•er's action prior to his assumption of 
office. 


The Most Serioua Charges. 


The three articles charge in sub- 


stance that William Sulzer flled a false 
Statement of his receipts and other 
monetary transactions involved in his 
gubernatorial campaign, that in swear-

Ing to this statement he committed 
perjury and that he committed larceny 
In speculating in stocks, with money 
and checks contributed for his cam- 
paign. These charges the governor's 
counsel consider the most serious of 
thf eight filed against the executive 
by the assembly.

Safe In Realization That Whichever 


Way Case Wa* Decided He Would 
Not Have to Return Immediately to 
Matteawan—His Mother There and 
Aids In Supreme Fight. 


Concord, N. H., Sept. 24.—Attorneys 


for the state of New York realized that 
if Governor Felker refused to grant 
requisition papers in the case of Harry 
Thaw thnt the fugitive slayer of Stan- 
ford White would perhaps stay In that 
state indefinitely and that there was 
no other course open for them to gain 
custody of the man they seek. 


On the other hand, the Thaw attor- 


neys, playing safe, held in reserve a 
writ of habeas corpus granted by the 
federal court, which would be heard 
immediately following a decision by 
the governor against their client. Thus 
they were prepared to gain another 
delay, with the possibility of having 
Thaw's sanity tested in the United 
States court.
